They argue that the 
prospect of Stevenson replacing 
Secretary Dulles would prove an 
almost irresistible attraction to the 
voters of America, thereby add- 
ing great strength to the ticket. 
Stevenson is excluded from a 
third try by these planners, who 
are chiefly Southwestern, on the 
grounds that new faces are need- 
ed. It is a conclusion by no means 
valid, but they seem to have 
sounded out some state leaders 
in the Midwest, West and East in 
reaching it. 


Field Reduced 


The bare bones of their reason- 
ing, and argument, is as follows: 


The election reduced the field 
of Democratic possibilities. Gov. 
Averell Harriman, who could not 
have won the nomination but who 
could have tied up some votes for 
an indefinite time, is eliminated. 

Michigan’s G. Mennen (Soapy) 
Williams won an unprecedented 
sixth term as governor. He will 
be, of course, a favorite son nom- 
inee. But even though labor played 
a very considerable role in many 
of the Democratic victories, Gov. 
Williams is not, and cannot be, 
the party’s choice. He would car- 
ry too many liabilities. 


Governor-elect Edmund (Pat) 
Brown of California, whose vote 
total was more than a _ million 
above that of Sen. William Know- 
land, is a national political figure. 
But he is a new one. He will be 
a power at the convention. His 
voice will be among those desig- 
nating the nominee. But he, him- 
self, would wish to build more sol- 
idly in California before making 
the big try. 

Sen. John F. Kennedy is the 
best-known candidate. Since the 
1956 convention he has maintained 
a rewarding accelerated sprint up 
and down and across the country. 
But, say the hopeful Johnson 
group, he is too young and too 
boyish in appearance. In an era 
of sputniks and tremendous inter- 
national pressures, they do not be- 
lieve Sen. Kennedy will muster 
enough public support to get the 
votes for the top position.

Little Rock 
Told: Start 


Integration 


ST. LOUIS, Mo. (AP) — The 
Little Rock School’ Board was 
directed by a federal appeals 
court Monday to take positive 
steps to achieve integration in its 
district, where the four public 
high schools have been closed. 


The court did not establish a 
timetable for reopening the 
schools. Nor did it spell out just 
how the integration order should 
be carried out. These matters 
were left up to U.S. Dist. Judge 
John E. Miller of Arkansas and 
the board itself. 


Gov. Orval E. Faubus of Ar- 
kansas indicated the Little Rock 
Private School Corp. will continue 
operating a senior high school for 
white pupils in a private building 
with private funds. 


The three-judge division of the 
U.S. 8th Circuit Court of Appeals, 
in its unanimous opinion, also 
outlawed a plan for leasing the 
public high school buildings to the 
private school group. 

The court directed Judge Miller 
to order the board and: Virgil T. 
Blossom, Little Rock school super- 
intendent, to “take such affirma- 
tive steps as the District Court

Jets Chase 
Hussein Out 


Of Syria

AMMAN, Jordan (AP) — King 
Hussein declared two MIG jet 
fighters tried to force down his 
royal plane Monday while he was 
flying over Syria en route to a 
vacation in Europe. 


The jets chased him back across 
the Jordan border in a wild flight 
through mountain valleys, the 
young King told his people. 


No shots were fired, but the 
King’s pilot said he was convinced 
the MIGs tried to get into posi- 
tion to shoot. He said they never 
succeeded. 


SWIFTLY ACCUSED 


The Jordan government swiftly 
accused Syria of deliberate ag- 
gression. 


The incident dealt a sharp blow 
to efforts to ease relations be- 
tween Jordan and President Nas- 
ser’s United Arab Republic. 


Hussein had left Amman amid 
cheers for his flight to Europe. 
Less than two hours later he was 
back in his capital, his holiday 
brought to an abrupt and dra- 
matic end. 


ROARED UP 


The King reported two MIG 
fighters roared up from Damas- 
cus Airport and tried to force his 
unarmed plane down in the cap- 
ital of the Syrian province of the 
U.A.R.

MOSCOW—Premier Khrushchev 
announced Monday that the So- 
viet Union would turn over all 
its functions in the administration 
of Berlin to the “sovereign” East 
German Communist regime. 


The Soviet leader renounced 
the Potsdam Agreement of 1945, 
providing for four-power control 
of Berlin, as “out of date.” By 
consistently breaking the agree- 
ment he charged the Western 
Powers had “destroyed the law- 
ful basis on which their stay in 
Berlin was based.” 


CALL FOR NEGOTIATION 


Khrushchev told the United 
States, Britain and France that 
their rights to be in the western 
half of Berlin and their right of 
access to it through East Ger- 
man territory would henceforth 
have to be negotiated with the 
East German Government. The 
three Western Powers and West 
Germany do not recognize East 
Germany’s regime and have con- 
sistently refused to deal with it. 


The Soviet premier warned that 
any attack against East Germany 
as a result of the Soviet move 
would be considered an attack on 
the Soviet Union. 


U.S. REJECTS PLAN 


(In Washington the United States 
bluntly rejected Khrushchev’s call 
for an end to four-power occu- 
pation of Berlin. 


(A State Department spokesman 
said none of the four powers can 
walk out on the occupation agree- 
ment on its own. He said the 
Western Big Three are prepared 
to fight if necessary to defend 
West Berlin’s freedom.) 


Khrushchey made it plain that 
he thought the Western occupa- 
tion forces should withdraw from 
West Berlin. He charged that the 
West Had created ‘“‘a kind of state

PASSENGER UNHURT 


A passenger in the truck, M. L. 
Hallman, 44, also of Hampton, 
leaped from the flaming truck 
cab and escaped uninjured. 


The bomb-hurling occurred at 
1:15 p.m. near the Mecaslin street 
gate to the plant. Rhodes, who 
was following the truck, said 
several other fast-breaking inci- 
dents distracted his attention so 
he did not see the bomb hurler. 


The bomb was of a type some- 
times referred to as a ‘‘Molotov 
cocktail,”’” Rhodes related. He said 
it was made by filling a wine bot- 
tle with gasoline, inserting a wick 


in the mouth of the bottle and | 


igniting it. 
SPRAYS INTERIOR 

The bottle broke as it landed 
inside the truck cab, spraying the 
interior with flaming gasoline, 
Rhodes said. He added Gossett’s 
clothing was saturated with the 
gasoline and burst into flames. 


Gossett leaped from the burn- 
ing truck and ripped off the burn- 
ing clothing. Hospital attendants 
said he suffered severe burns 
about the arms and minor burns 
on the chest and back.

DAMASCUS (AP)—Radio Bagh- 
dad announced Monday that 
Iraq’s Supreme Military Court has 
sentenced ex-Premier Fadhil Ja- 
mali to be hanged. 


Sentenced to die with Jamali— 
former foreign minister and U.N. 
delegate under King Faisal’s re- 
gime which was destroyed by a 
revolution July 14—were two mili- 
tary leaders.

Gen. Aref is not to be confused 
with Col. Abdel Salam Aref, who 
helped engineer the revolution, but 
is now himself awaiting trial after 
splitting with his chief, Premier 
Abdel Kerim Kassem.

GENEVA (#—The United States 
and its allies quickly rejected 
Monday an attempt by the Soviet 
Union to hamstring with cold war 
political issues the technical talks 
on prevention of surprise attacks. 


U.S. delegation leader William 
C. Foster reminded the Soviets 
that the conference—which opened 


at noon—was organized to study 
complex scientific and military 
problems. 


From the facts so determined, 
he said, it might be possible to 
organize an international system 
to lessen the danger of any coun- 
try being struck again by a Pear! 
Harbor-like blow. 


Across the table, Soviet Dep. 
Foreign Minister Vassili Kuznet- 
sov voiced sweeping demands for 


ment without going into the prob- 
lem of guarantees : trols. 

In the usual Communist terms 
he attacked American foreign pol- 


icy, blaming the United States for 
a worldwide armaments race. 


In a flat voice, Kuznetsov de- 
scribed the Soviet Union as 
“carrying out a peace loving for- 
eign policy based on the principles 
of peaceful coexistence.” 


ATOM ARMS 


“With regard to the prevention 
of a surprise attack, it is neces- 
sary to emphasize that reliable 
measures for prevention of an at- 
tack can be worked out only on 
condition of the complete prohibi- 
tion of atomic and hydrogen wea- 
pons, the removal of such weapons 
from the armaments of states, the 
destruction of their stocks, the 
liquidation of military bases on 
foreign territory and a substantial 
reduction of conventional weapons 
and armed forces,” he said. 


In the Western view, Kuznet- 
sov’s remark could only be inter- 
preted as a Soviet attempt to 
twist the 10-nation conference en- 
tirely out of shape—to clog the 
proceedings by tossing in all the 
disarmament problems over which 
East and West have disagreed 
since the end of World War II. 


TANGLE TALKS 


Kuznetsov’s proposals presum- 
ably would tangle the talks on sur- 
prise attacks with the American- 
British-Soviet negotiations simul- 
taneously in progress here on 
ways of enforcing a suspension of 
nuclear weapon tests. 


“The United States has made 
clear in its notes to the Soviet 
Union what it regards as the 
scope and objectives of the (sur- 
prise attack) conference,” an 
American spokesman said after 
the meeting.

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Little Rock Ruling 
Narrows the Field 


The Eighth U.S. Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, in a decision handed down yester- 
day at St. Louis, directed the district 
court to issue a permanent injunction 
against public school buildings being used 
as private schools. 

It also ordered the Little Rock School 
Board to take positive steps to carry out 
the integratidn order issued more than a 
year ago and reaffirmed a few months 
ago. 

The appeals court itself reordered in- 
tegration, where ordered by a lower 
court, in the strongest and broadest lan- 
guage yet used. In one paragraph of the 
order the court said: 

Constitutional rights of children must 
not be discriminated against in the ad- 
mission to schools on grounds of race 
and this can “neither be nullified 
openly or directly by state legislators or 
state executive or judicial officers, nor 
nullified indirectly by them through eva- 
sive schemes for segregation.” 

Attorneys in Little Rock believe this 
soon will bring the state laws before the 
court for decision as to their constitution- 
ality. The private school corporation was 
given 10 days to appeal the order. If it 
enters, say attorneys, it can do so only on 
the basis of the state laws. If it does not, 
then the plaintiffs can ask the court to 
order the school board to act and the 
board can then plead only the state laws 
under which they refuse. 

Either way, the state laws of Arkan- 
sas, which are similar to those in the other 
Southern states which plan to close their 
public schools rather than comply, are 
certain to be reviewed constitutionally 
within the next three to four months. 

States which have admitted no Negro 
students to either secondary or college 
grades are Georgia, Alabama, South Caro- 
lina and Mississippi. 

There can be no doubt but that this is 
yet another tightening of the law by the 
due processes of law. The appeals court 
did not, of course, touch on the private 
schools themselves, save to rule out use of 
state property. No schools at all or_schools 
operated by citizens groups remaim out- 
side the court order. We are nearer a de- 
cision than before. 

In Little Rock most cf the senicrs 
seem to be able to receive some sort of 
schooling, but it will be accredited only 
to the state university and the classes 
under that of senior are largely without 
schooling. Attempts are being made to 
find money for additional private schools. 

The Little Rock School Board, whose 
plan for integration went into effect in 
September, 1957, had announced its in- 
tention to resign some days before the re- 
cent decision. The rules apply, however, to 
any board which replaces it. The people 
of the states involved must understand 
the meaning of this and plan accord- 
ingly.

Middle East Flareup 


Shows Danger Remains 


Another crisis has arisen in the Mid- 
dle East with the attempt by Syria to 
force down’ a plane in which Jordan's 
King Hussein was flying. Whether 
planes of the United Arab Republic in- 
tended to shoot the plane down er wheth- 
er they wanted to kidnap the king is a 
matter of conjecture. 

The incident does serve notice that 
the troubled Middle East is far from tran- 
quil. It is still in an explosive state, with 
Egypt's President Nasser still plotting and 
planning to overthrow neighboring rul- 
ers and to incorporate their territories into 
the UAR. Though temporarily frustrated 
in Iraq, he has not given up his designs on 
that country. 

Barely three weeks after American 
and British troops withdrew from Jor- 
dan and Lebanon, Nasser thus confronts 
us with another crisis. How serious this 
flareup will be remains for the next few 
days to decide. But the real lesson for us 
is that the Middle East is still a danger 
spot with no permanent solution in sight. 


Violence Only Hastens 
Day of Federal Action

Auto Thieves Prosper 
In Atlanta and Georgia 


Auto thieves still are having a field 
day in Atlanta and Georgia. Upwards of 
22 cars were stolen in metropolitan At- 
lanta alone in a 24-hour period ending 
at 4 p.m. Sunday, police records show. 
Weekend thefts probably will exceed 30 
automobiles. 

Police believe the stepped-up activ- 
ity is part of an interstate larceny ring 
which is likely to send the number of 
thefts to another record this year. Al- 
ready a total of 1,640 cars have been 
stolen compared with 1,775 last year. 

Those who have studied the problem 
—and this includes the police—lay much 
of the blame for this auto theft rate to 
the lack of an adequate title law. This 
lack is an invitation for the crooks to ply 
their trade. The ease with which eutos 
can be registered and transferred makes 
Georgia a profitable state in which to 
operate. 

The General Assembly, pressured by 
some automobile dealers themselves, thus 
far has shunted the problem aside. But 
the increasing heavy losses to individ- 
uals, finance and insurance companies is 
an accusing finger which cannot be ig- 
nored much longer. 

Surely the House and Senate will put 
an adequate title law on the list of 
“must” legislation for the next session. 
It’s time to take action to help run these 
thieves out of the state.

It is as though we were enum- 
erating “the gluries that were 
Greece and the grandeur that was 
Rome.”’ What we say about Christ 
sounds like a ‘glorious obituary 
of someone who lived wisely and 
well but who no longer is of 
genuine significayice in our lives. 

When Christ had reached the 
last days of His life among men 
He said in a prayer, “I have 
finished the wark which thou 
gavest me to dp” (John 17:4). 
Perhaps Jesus felt that His ef- 
forts had been completed. No 
doubt His enemies, feeling the 
same, breathed xpore easily. But 
His followers, as. they continued 
the work He had begun, did not 
feel that He was absent from 
their midst. His presence moved 
among them. Hy spirit was a 
source of inspira,ion and encour- 
agement. In sonpe ways they 
found Him to be more real after 
He had “left” thgn when He was 
physically associated with them. 
At any rate, the testimony of the 
early Church was that Jesus 
Christ is the sarge yesterday, to- 
day and forever. 


The second dgnger we face 
when considering the meaning of 
Christ is that we too often try to 
confine Christ seccording to the 
dimensions of our creeds and con- 
fessions.

Our Lord is bigger than the 
tenets of our creeds, or the doc- 
trines of our theology, or the 
emphasis of our individual de- 
nominations. 

Albert Schweitzer has written, 
“Highest knowledge is to know 
that we are surrounded by mys- 
tery.” This surely is true in 
regard to our thinking about 
Christ. As we cannot put all of 
the ocean into a thimble or all of 
the sky into a balloon, so also 
we cannot confine all of the won- 
ders and mysteries of Christ to 
our little minds. 

This is the reason why I find 
it difficult to criticize those per- 
sons whose experiences with 
Christ differ from my own. They 
may not think as I do and they 
may not express their faith in 
the kind of words I would use, but 
when their devotion is genuine 
and sincere I know that they 
have heard the accents of the 
Lord’s voice.

WASHINGTI)N—At several important points 
the voting this past week bears directly upon

The “family doctor’’—once 
appearing near extinction in 
this age of specialization—now 
appears to be making headway 
in young medical circles. 


However, in Atlanta, interns 
planning to specialize are still 
more plentiful than those head- 
ed for general practice, one 
hospital reported from among 
its interns. 


But Dr. Robert Williford, a 
28-year-old intern at Emory 
University Hospital who is plan- 
ning on a general practice, 
said, “I'd guess my med school 
class was divided about 50-50 
between general practice and 
specialists. And there are far 
more med students going into 
general practice today than 
there were five or six years 
ago.” 


BETTER OPPORTUNITIES 


Better opportunities are a 
major reason for this return to 
the “family doctor’’ impor- 
tance, Dr. Williford pointed out 
such as hospitals and other fa- 
cilities in small towns plus the 
numerous types of cases which 
come under the GP’s qualifica- 
tions. 


“I chose general practice,” 
said Dr. Williford, who plans to 
return to his home state of 
North Carolina after completing 
his internship, ‘because I don’t 
like to limit my field. I'm more 
interested in the person as a 
whole and being a family doc- 
tor where I'm able to take care 
of the entire family.” 


He, his wife and their &- 
month-old daughter are living 
here. His wife is a teacher at 
Morris Brandon School. 


One reason for the apparent 
preponderance of specialists as 
opposed to general practitioners 


in large cities is the absolute 
need for a specialist to be lo- 
cated in a large enough city to 
establish a practice. 


The Fulton County Medical 
Society reported that among 
approximately 40 to 50 doctors 
added to its roll in the past 
year, only three or four were 
GP's. 

But an Atlanta GP, who has 
been in practice a good many 
years, agreed definitely that 
General Practice is attracting 
more of the young doctors than 
atew years ago. 

PENDULUM SWINGS 

“Most of this strict speciali- 
zation began during World War 
II, though we had specialization 
to some degree before then,” 
he explained. “At that time, the 
armed services gave doctors 
with special training much bet- 
ter positions than general prac- 
titioners. It was only about two 
years ago that they gave equal 
recognition to the GP. So now 
med students are finding as 
much advantage into going into 
general practice so they are 
coming back.”’

state convention of general 
practitioners that the Air Force 
was interested in getting more 
GPs into their service. 


“We're tired of all these men 
who can just treat one ear,” the 
officer exaggerated a bit. 


Actually, the doctor stated, 
his reason for preferring gen- 
eral practice was that you 
looked at your patient as a 
whole and not just at one par- 
ticular thing. 


ESTABLISHED SPECIALIST 


Even one of Atlanta’s well- 
established specialists, whose 
specialty includes a broad gen- 
eral field of internal medicine 
and cardiology, questioned the 
value of specialization to the 
degree we practice it today. 


“Specialization in general is 
too extreme,” he pointed out. 
“Not just in medicine, but in 
every phase of life in this 
country today — plumbing, car- 
pentering and so on.” 


Although he has heard it said 
frequently lately that more in- 
terns are going back to. gen- 
eral practice, he hasn’t noticed 
in his own observations too 
much of it. 


“Most of them still seem to 
be going in for specialization.” 


However, he feels that spe- 
cialization results in better 
treatment for the patient. 


“The specialist knows more 
about his one field than any 
man could know about every- 
thing. A general practitioner 
could do a pretty good job. But 
I'm a perfectionist and want to 
do a real good job or nothing.” 


“The field of medicine is so 
great today that it is hard 
enough for a man to keep up 
with his specialty, much less 
try to keep up with everything.”

KNOXVILLE, Tenn. (®—A war of words broke out between 
Knoxville and Chattanooga law officers Monday in the wake of 
Saturday’s riot after the Chattanooga-Tennessee football gare 


The name-calling contest carried the threat of court action 
against Knoxville safety director David Garrison and police 
chief Joe Kimsey. It came as University of Tennessee officials 
began their own investigation into the cause of the 45-minute 
riot, quelled by police and firemen using tear gas and a fire hose. 


The disturbance came after Chattanooga upset Tennessee, 
14-6, for the first time in 51 years. As Chattanooga fans surged 
for the north goal posts, a fight broke out. Police arrested one 
of the fighters and the crowd turned on the police. 


Sheriff James Turner of Hamilton County 
blamed what he called Garrison’s ‘poorly trained men who : ud- 
denly became a ‘goon squad’” for making the riot worse. 


Garrison and Kimsey both blamed Turner for egging the 
rioters on, and this prompted the sheriff to announce he will 
sue the Knoxville men for $100,000, charging slander or Jibel.

And as Dr. Heustis points out in his guide, 
the lack of an alarming overall total may explain 
why no heart safety campaign anywhere com- 
parable to safety drives has been inspired. 


The sad uselessness of a hunter dying from 
a heart condition should be more appalling than 
a fatal mishap from stray gunfire. For after all, 


catching up with you, is a visit to the doctor prior 
to each hunting season. If you suspect some 
trouble with your ticker, a visit prior to each 
hunting trip would not be too often? 


“More than likely your doctor isn’t going to 
say, don’t go,” Dr. Heustis says in his guide. 
“But just take it easy. And even if he does ad- 
vise you to stay at home, it may be the step that 
will prolong your life, give you a chance to go 
next year or at least keep you pedaling enough 
to read about hunting.” 


These are some of the things you'll be warned 
about on that trip: overeating, excessive »mok- 
ing and drinking, emotional excitement, lack

Take it from Dr. Noah Langdale . . . them days 


are gone forever. 


He didn’t say it in those words, | 
for the president of Georgia State 
College respects the English lan- 
guage, but his point was clear 
and emphatic that college football 
cannot return to glorious days of 
the past. 


“The best football has been 
played,’’ Langdale told members 
of the Atlanta Quarterback Club 
Monday night. ‘Don’t expect the 
good old days to return. It’s un- 
fair to the coaches, players, writ- 
ers and college officials—to the 
fans themselves.” 


He referred to the mad rugh for 
players, alumni chanting for a re- 
turn to great teams of the past 
amidst ills and evils of recruiting. 


“Tom Harmon (Michigan all- 
America) was a national hero,” 
Langdale said. He had movie 
offers, probably could have been 
elected president on the Repub- 
lican ticket. They talk about 
Sinkwiches and Trippis. They’re 
not coming back.” 


He added there will be improve- 
ment in golf, track, tennis and the 
like but not in ‘‘flesh-on-flesh and 
bone-on-bone”” sports. Langdale 
presented reasons for his argu- 
ment. 


(1) Players were much older in 
the past, and almost every school 
had a redshirt team. 


(2) Spring practice lasted from 
nine to 10 weeks with about eight 
games being played. “Now they 
have a 20-day T-party.”’ 


(3) Economics. “Then we had 
to stay in school or get on WPA.” 


(4) Mobile inertia. ““The boys 
are different physically; they 
don’t walk, they ride. . . they’re 
softer.” 


Langdale assailed evils of the 
game, the alumnus who knows 
nothing about football but slips 
players $50, acid-mouthed peo- 
ple who call coaches and in- 
sult them, unauthorized recruit- 
ers. ““‘They’d corrupt everything 
and everybody.” 


He said those who honor some- 
thing will cultivate it, then ad- 
monished, “‘Honer the game. The 
hardest thing to teach students 
these days is that they won't get 
something for nothing.”
